Watery Week Ahead for Memphis 


Officials warn 240 
more residents to leave 
as Mississippi swells 

Memphis, Tenn. 

Tourists gathered along Beale Street 
and gawkers snapped photos of the 
rising Mississippi, even as more res- 
idents were told Sunday to flee their 
homes and the river’s crest edged 
toward Memphis, threatening to soak 
greater pockets of the city. 

Officials went door-to-door, warn- 
ing about 240 people to get out before 
the river reaches its expected peak 
Tuesday. In all, residents in more 
than 1,300 homes have been told to 
go, and some 370 people were stay- 
ing in shelters. 

The Mississippi spared Kentucky 
and northwest Tennessee any cat- 
astrophic flooding and no deaths 
have been reported there, but some 
low-lying towns and farmland along 
the banks of the big river have been 
inundated with water. And there’s 
tension farther south in the Missis- 
sippi Delta and Louisiana, with the 
river’s crest continuing a lazy pace, 
leaving behind what could be a slow- 
developing disaster. 

Jittery Memphis residents have 
been abandoning low-lying homes 
for days as the dangerously surging 
river threatened to crest at 48 feet, 
just shy of a 48.7-foot record of a dev- 




Water Inundates Tourist Spot 

At Beale Street in Memphis, the famous drag 
known for blues, water pooled at the end 
of the road, and dozens gathered to catch a 
glimpse. Tourists typically flock here in May 
for a music festival or barbecue championship, 
but the river had the area buzzing this year. 

The water on Beale Street was about a 
half-mile from the world-famous nightspots, 
which are on much higher ground, (ap) 


Fears Return for Miss. 

As the crest in the Mississippi Riv- 
er rolls toward the heart of the Delta, 
the great flood of 1927 is on a lot of 
minds. On April21 of thatyear, an en- 
gorged Mississippi River broke through 
a levee a few miles north of Greenville, 
Miss., sending a wall of water down 
Main Street, forever changing the ar- 
ea’s landscape. Homes were crushed, 
sharecroppers’ farms were carried 
away, thousands were trapped on 
rooftops for days and hundreds died. 
Residents in Greenville believe they 
are safe this time, but 75 miles south 
in Vicksburg, Miss., people wonder 
whether history will repeat itself, (ap) 


astating 1937 flood. 

Cedric Blue’s south Memphis 
neighborhood was near the overflow- 
ing Nonconnah Creek. He has watched 
as the water engulfed three homes on 
his street. Blue has lived in his one- 
story house since he was born, and he 
fears the rising water will wash away 
a lifetime of memories. 

He was angry that he hadn’t seen 
any officials in his neighborhood. 

“I just want a new life and reloca- 
tion,” Blue said as a garbage can float- 
ed in the high water near his house. 
“I would like the elected officials to 
come down here to see this with their 
own eyes and see what we’re going

Gas Prices Could 
Drop by Summer 


After skyrocketing 
costs, drivers may 
see 50 cent decline 

New York 

Some relief from suffocating gas 
prices will likely arrive just in time 
for summer vacation. Expect a drop 
of nearly 50 cents as early as June, 
analysts say. 

After rocketing up 91 cents since 
January, including 44 straight days 
of increases, the national average 
this past week stopped just shy of $4 
a gallon and has retreated to under 
$3.98. A steady decline is expected 
to follow. It might not be enough to 
evoke cheers from people who recall 
gas stations charging less than $3 
a gallon last year. But it would still

ease the burden on drivers. 

Some drivers might not notice 
much of a price drop at first, cau- 
tioned Fred Rozell, the retail pric- 
ing director at the Oil Price Infor- 
mation Service. When average gas 
prices fluctuate nationally, some 
areas are affected more than oth- 
ers. In cities with many service 
stations, for instance, prices can 
be slower to fall. 

Typically, gas prices peak each 
spring, then fall into a summer- 
time swoon that can last several

Bin Laden’s Death 
A Tough Subject 


Military Health Care Costs Jump 


Religious leaders find 
emotion-tinged topic 
hard to interpret 

Virginia Beach, Va. 

The killing of Osama bin Laden, a 
man who was America’s face of evil 
for nearly a decade, left Christians, 
Jews and Muslims relieved, proud 
or even jubilant. For their religious 
leaders, it was sometimes hard to 
know just what to say about that. 

There is at least some dissonance 
between the values they preach and 
the triumphant response on the 
streets of New York and Washing- 
ton to the death of a human being 
— even one responsible for thou- 
sands of killings in those areas and 
around the world. 

“There is no doubt that this 
man was a thug, he was a murder- 
er,” Imam Hassan al-Qazwini told 
worshippers at the Islamic Center 
of America in the Detroit suburb of 
Dearborn, Mich. “His hands were 
stained by the blood of thousands 
of innocent people — Muslims and

non-Muslims alike.” 

The Vatican said Christians 
could never rejoice about the death 
of any human being, though it 
acknowledged the reasons the 
U.S. pursued bin Laden for near- 
ly a decade. And the Dalai Lama, 
the exiled Tibetan Buddhist spir- 
itual leader and Nobel Peace lau- 
reate, said Tuesday in Los Angeles 
that although bin Laden may have 
deserved compassion and even 
forgiveness as a human being, it is 
sometimes necessary to take coun- 
ter measures. 

“Forgiveness doesn’t mean for- 
get what happened,” he told stu- 
dents at the University of Southern 
California, brock vergakis (ap)

A military built for fighting wars is 
looking more and more like a health 
care entitlement program.

Congress’ Argument 

Congress repeatedly has re- 
sisted Pentagon efforts to increase 
co-payments or fees, arguing that 
members of the military and their 
families sacrifice far more than the 
average American. Even as Wash- 
ington wrestles with a ballooning 
deficit, lawmakers are reluctant to 
raise health care costs for members 
of the military and retirees, (ap) 


ficed for a nation, budget-conscious 
lawmakers suddenly are poised to 
make them pay a bit more for their 
health care, though not on the pres- 
ident’s terms. 

The current fees, unchanged 
in 11 years, are $230 a year for an 


individual and $460 for a family. 
That’s far less than what civilian 
federal workers pay for health care, 
about $5,000 a year, and what most 
other people in the U.S. pay. 

Obama is seeking a fee increase 
of $2.50 per month for an indi- 
vidual and $5 per month for fam- 
ilies, which approaches the current 
price of a gallon of gasoline. Future 
increases starting in 2013 would 
be pegged to rising costs as mea- 
sured by the national health care 
expenditure index produced by the 
Centers for Medicare and Medic- 
aid Services, which projects 6.2 
percent growth.

Metro’s Security Hike Is Minor 


Q What do you expect to see 
with respect to increased 
security (including those notori- 
ous bag searches) on public 
transit systems such as Metro 
and Amtrak in light of Osama 
bin Laden’s demise? 

The transit agencies are telling us 
that they’ve stepped up security. But 
our reporters and commenters are 
saying they haven’t seen any great 
blue surge on the trains or in the 
stations. I think the bag inspections 
are a bad tactic and should be aban- 
doned. The policy treats Metro rid- 
ers as terrorist suspects and requires 
some randomly chosen riders to 
prove their innocence. 


Is The Washington Post 
going to cover the violence 
on Metro? It would be nice if 
the paper would hold Metro’s 
[feet] to the fire and now allow 
them to get away with “there 
aren’t enough police due to the 
budget." 

I think it’s not strictiy a budget prob- 
lem. Chief Michael Taborn says he’s 
getting more officers out of adminis- 
trative jobs and out into the system. 
But he also says — and I believe him 
— that there’s way too much territo- 
ry for his officers to cover. I would 
like to see Metro hire more transit 
police officers. Metro’s crime stats 
still are pretty low. 


Q lf Metro’s transit police 
would actually ticket 
the smoking/eating/drinking 
violators that they see, I think 
the budget problems would be 
solved and the ride would be 
safer and more pleasant for 
customers. I don’t know the fine 
(should be at least $50 or it’s 
a joke), but I have never seen 
transit officers ticket anyone 
in the 15 years I’ve been riding 
Metro. Even when you find an 
officer and ask them to ticket, 
they do not. 

I do think transit police should focus 
more attention on these offenses. Yes, 
they’re minor. But visible enforce- 
ment would send a message that the 
travel rules are respected. 


Q You tout the Purple Line, 
yet last week the develop- 
ers finally unveiled a bit of their 
mega-projects for both sides of 
Connecticut Avenue near Jones 
Bridge Road, with massive apart- 
ment complexes, etc. With trains 
crossing at grade and these new 
car magnets, Connecticut Ave. 
will be even more of a mess at 
the rush hours. How can you 
continue to support this? 

If the Purple Line focuses develop- 
ment around some of the key tran- 
sit stations, it will be performing as 
intended. It’s up to the communities 
and the county to work out exact- 
ly how much development makes 
sense at any particular location. 
There are similar disputes about 
development proposals in my Sil- 
ver Spring neighborhood near a 
Purple Line stop.

Washington 

George Allen and Timothy M. 
Kaine are locked in a dead heat 
18 months from Election Day, 
according to a new Washington 
Post poll, suggesting that the U.S. 
Senate race between the Virginia 
titans may live up to its billing as 
one of the most competitive con- 
tests in the nation. 

The candidates are tied at 46 
percent each among registered vot- 
ers in the battle to succeed retir- 
ing Sen. James Webb, a Democrat. 
Neither Allen (R) nor Kaine (D) is 
guaranteed his party’s nomina- 
tion, but the survey shows that both 
men enjoy huge leads over poten- 
tial intraparty opponents. 

The 2012 contest will play out in 
a state that has changed dramati- 
cally in recent years. Kaine — the 
former governor and Democratic 
National Committee chairman — 
draws strong support in portions of 
Northern Virginia, which has rap- 


idly gained population, wealth and 
political clout. Allen, the ex-gover- 
nor and senator, remains stronger 
in the rest of the state. 

The race may decide which party 
controls the Senate — a daunt- 
ing task for Democrats, who must 


defend 23 seats to Republicans’ 10 
next year. And in a state where vot- 
ers have tossed between Republi- 
can and Democratic candidates in 
recent years, both men must over- 
come potential vulnerabilities from 
their pasts: Allen, for the controver- 


sial “macaca” incident that helped 
sink his 2006 Senate campaign, 
and Kaine for his close identifica- 
tion with President Obama’s pol- 
icies, which could alienate inde- 
pendents. 

Kaine and Allen begin the Sen- 
ate matchup — which experts say 
could easily top $30 million — with 
similarly deep statewide experience, 
proven fundraising ability and broad 
name recognition. Both men’s ten- 
ure in office is remembered fond- 
ly by a majority of Virginians — 58 
percent of voters approve of the way 
Kaine handled his job as governor, 
while 55 percent approve of Allen’s 
performance as senator. 

Fifty-seven percent of voters 
have a favorable impression of Kaine 
overall, while 52 percent say the 
same of Allen. 

But the poll also points to weak- 
nesses in each man’s facade of sup- 
port. Kaine is trailing among inde- 
pendent voters and in the booming 
outer suburbs of Northern Virginia, 
a key batdeground in any statewide 
campaign, while Allen has a steep 
hill to climb with female and minor- 
ity voters.

Despite growing mistrust, the Obama 
administration must work with Pakistan

Islamabad 

The United States wants access to 
Osama bin Laden’s three widows and 
any intelligence material its comman- 
dos left behind at the al- Qaeda lead- 
er’s compound, a top American official 
said in comments broadcast Sunday 
that could add a fresh sticking point in 
already frayed ties with Pakistan. 

Information from the women, who 
remained in the house after the com- 
mandos killed bin Laden, might answer 
questions about whether Pakistan har- 
bored the al-Qaeda chief as many Amer- 
ican officials are speculating. It could 
also reveal details about the day-to-day 
life of bin Laden, his actions since the 
invasion of Afghanistan in 2001 and 
the inner workings of al-Qaeda. 

The women, along with several chil- 
dren also picked up from the house, are 
believed to be in Pakistani army custody. 
A Pakistani army official declined to com- 
ment Sunday on the request, which U.S. 
National Security Adviser Tom Donilon 
revealed on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

The CIA and Pakistan’s spy agen- 
cy, known by the acronym ISI, have 
worked uneasily together in the past 
on counterterrorism, but the unilater- 


al U.S. raid — done without Pakistan’s 
advance knowledge — has exposed the 
deep mistrust that scars a complicated 
if vital partnership for both nations. 

Even before the May 1 raid, the ISI 
said it was cutting cooperation with 
the CIA to protest drone strikes close 
to the Afghan border, among other 
things. In the current environment, 
Pakistan could use the fact it has some- 
thing Washington wants — bin Laden’s 
widows — as leverage to reduce some 
of the pressure it is under. 

Bin Laden was found in a large house 
close to a military academy in the army 
town of Abbottabad where he had been 
living for up to six years. His location 
raised U.S. suspicions that he had help 
from some Pakistani authorities, pos- 
sibly elements of the powerful army 
and intelligence services. Donilon said 
Washington had seen no evidence that 
the Pakistani government had been 
colluding with bin Laden — the public 
line taken by most U.S. officials since 
the raid, including President Obama in 
comments also broadcast Sunday. 

Donilon also said Pakistani author- 
ities had collected other evidence from 
the house which the United States want- 
ed to “work with them on assessing.”

U.S. commandos managed to seize a 
large and valuable intelligence haul that 
included videos, telephone numbers and 
documents, along with the body of bin 
Laden, before flying back to Afghani- 
stan, according to U.S. officials.

The allegations of Pakistani collusion 
pose an acute problem for the Obama 
administration because few can see any 
alternative but to continue engaging 
with the country. Unstable and nuclear- 
armed, it remains integral to the fight 
against al-Qaeda as well as to U.S. hopes 
for beginning to draw down troops in 
Afghanistan later this year. 

“We need to act in our national inter- 
est,” Donilon said. “We have had difficul- 
ty with Pakistan, as I said. But we’ve also 
had to work very closely with Pakistan

The Nationals have experienced 
most every slice of ignominy base- 
ball has to offer in their brief histo- 
ry, and for a while Sunday, the pos- 
sibility of adding another felt vividly 
alive. There was Florida Marlins 
right-hander Ani- 
bal Sanchez, strid- 
ing to the Sun Life 
Stadium mound in 
the seventh inning 
working on a no- 

hitter. He possessed 

the stuff to finish it off The Nats, 
who had not been no-hit since base- 
ball returned to Washington, pro- 
vided capable accomplices. 

In an 8-0 loss, the Nationals 
avoided the wrong side of history 
but could not halt their season-long 



offensive swoon. Laynce Nix stunt- 
ed Sanchez’s no-hit bid with nine 
outs left, smoking a sinking line 
drive right to lead off the seventh 


inning. The single provided relief, 
but scant change to the ultimate out- 
come. Sanchez and a pair of relievers 
shut out the Nationals, their fourth 


goose egg in 34 games. 

The Nationals, now hitting .224 
as a team with an on-base percent- 
age south of .300, managed four 
hits in the final three innings, all 
singles, two of them by Michael 
Morse. On Friday night, the Nation- 
als struck out 17 times, tying a team 
record. Sunday, Sanchez racked 
up 11 strikeouts — 10 swinging — 
as the Nationals whiffed 13 times 
total. They struck out 38 times this 
series. In their past four games, 
three opposing starters (Roy Hal- 
laday, Ricky Nolasco and Sanchez) 
have struck out at least 10. 

Yet the Nationals have overcome 
their dearth of offense with strong 
pitching and often-stellar defense, 
sitting at 16-18 despite one of the 
majors’ least productive offenses.

After Wal-Mart announced late last year that 
it had decided on four sites for its first stores 
in the District, it was no surprise to see unions 
and advocates for the working class cry foul. 
One group collected 1,200 petition signatures 
opposing the chain’s plans, and last month 
a protester carried a plastic bag filled with 
yellow ping-pong balls painted with upside 
down smiley faces — a mockery of the chain’s 
happy face logo — into the chambers of the 
D.C. Council to bring attention to local oppo- 
sition to Wal-Mart 

But for the most part the complaints have 
come in pockets and parcels, not by tidal wave. 
Many poor people and other longtime residents 
of the city want to have neighborhood Wal- 
Marts because they like shopping there. 

The company says that the four stores it 
plans would create 1,200 jobs at a time when 
Mayor Vincent C. Gray (D) and city officials 
are struggling to find work for members of the 
city’s unskilled population. But some studies 
suggest that Wal-Mart’s growth has led to a 
comparable or even greater loss of jobs and an 
overall reduction in the wages of retail work- 
ers in a given market.

The research has provoked a battle in Chica- 
go, another target for Wal-Mart expansion. Last 
year, Loyola University Chicago and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois at Chicago published a study that 
found a Chicago Wal-Mart that opened in 2006 
created hundreds of jobs but also led to the loss 
of about 300. 

A Chicago Sun-Times editorial, however, said 
the study “just doesn’t add up,” and Wal-Mart 
officials have moved aggressively to discredit it, 
commissioning their own study and video sug- 
gesting that the store led to the creation of more 
than 400 net new jobs. 

Local researchers are paying closer attention 
to the chain since it announced plans to open on 
their doorstep. 

“There’s little empirical evidence of the side of 
the argument that Wal-Mart, Starbucks and other 
big employers have the effect of a 
net loss of jobs” when they open 
new stores, said Doug Guthrie, 
dean of the George Washington 
University School of Business. 
Guthrie, who is providing infor- 
mal advice to Gray’s administra- 
tion on how to address the city’s 
high unemployment rate, said 
there may be negative ancillary 
effects of Wal-Mart’s assault on 
labor unions but that the city is 
in “desperate need” of jobs for its 
residents who are not qualified for many office 
positions, reflecting a national loss of blue-col- 
lar jobs. 

“We just are in a situation in which we need 
low-skill jobs,” Guthrie said. “With the loss of 
manufacturing in this country, you need employ- 
ment across the board.” 

Wages are another point of contention. Other 
studies suggest that the opening of Wal-Mart 
stores leads to an overall reduction in wages of 
retail workers, research that the company has 
strongly disputed. 

A 2007 study by the Center for Labor Research 
and Education at the University of California 
at Berkeley concluded that one new Wal-Mart 
store lowered overall retail wages in a county 
by as much as 0.9 percent, said center chairman 
Ken Jacobs. Wages of workers in merchandise 
dropped by 1 percent and those in grocery stores 
fell 1.5 percent. 

“As Wal-Mart has expanded, retail wages have 
gone down,” Jacobs said. Part of the reason is “that 
other firms reduce wages to compete.” 

The median wage for retail workers in the Dis- 
trict is $10.97, according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

“The jobs we will create will be mostly full-

time and offer competitive wages, affordable 
benefits and the chance to build a career,” said 
Wal-Mart spokesman Steven Restivo in an e-mail 
about the planned D.C. stores. “We’re confident 
that the starting wages at our recently opened 
store in Alexandria already exceed those offered 
by unionized grocers in the city and we’re always 
looking for ways to help our associates grow into 
positions of management.” 

Martha Ross, who studies the city’s work- 
force as deputy director of Greater Washington 
Research at the Brookings Institution, said Wal- 
Mart’s immediate effect on jobs and wages is 
unlikely to be dramatic. “It’s possible that over 
time, Wal-Mart’s presence will act to keep 
retail wages low, since it appears to be part 
of their business plan to pay low wages,” 
Ross wrote in an e-mail. Because Wal- 
Mart isn’t unionized, she explained, Wal- 
Mart’s level of pay over time could dilute 
the control of food worker unions whose 
members work at Safeway and Giant 
stores, driving down their wages. But in 
that regard, she pointed out, Wal-Mart 
would be joining the ranks of Whole 
Food Market and Target, whose stores 
are also not unionized. 

Wal-Mart appears to have improved 
its reputation locally before making its 
entrance. Although Wal-Mart, in a U.S. 
Supreme Court case, faces accusations of 
discrimination against its female employ- 
ees, the company’s recent willingness to 
adopt environmentally sustainable practic- 
es, vary its urban store designs and provide 
millions of dollars in charitable contributions 
have made it more palatable to locals. 

Leigh Riddick, associate professor of finance 
and real estate at American University, said 
she appreciated the fact that the chain planned 
stores in areas of the city with few other shop- 
ping options. 

“They’ve clearly made a decision to change 
their business model to enter urban areas,” she 
said. “Ten years ago if we were having this con- 
versation I would have a different opinion, even 
five years ago. But they are really a different 
company in a lot of ways than they used to be.”

JOB: Cofounder and general manager 
of the DC Social Sports Club 
(Dcsocialsports.com; 972-365-1988). 
SALARY: $60,000. 

WHAT HE DOES: DCSSC orga- 
nizes sports leagues across the DMV 
so overworked locals can blow off 
steam with a game of kickball, bas- 
ketball, Cornhole and even more. 

For instance, the company hosted an 
“exhibition Quidditch game" last fall, 
the fictional game in the Harry Potter 
series. 

Fan schedules events, works with 
venues to find field and happy hour lo- 
cations, makes sure teams have their 
shirts and equipment, hires referees 
and spends at least three hours a 
day answering e-mail from players — 
basically everything in the trenches. 
When that’s all over, he heads out to 
a game to serve as referee. He also 
updates the various leagues' Flickr ac- 
counts with game photos. 

He'll then hit up the after-game 
happy hour to ask players how they 
feel the game went. Sometimes, that's 
the most crucial part of the biz: “Peo- 
ple think ‘social sport' and think every- 
one's going to be friendly. That's not 
the case all the time ... Social sports 


are very competitive," Fan says. 
WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

Social butterflies who like throwing 
parties will enjoy running a social 
sports league. “You need to be able 
to bring people together. I get to see 
people come together that normally 


wouldn't," he says. Everyone's so 
spread out across the area, “some- 
times the sport is the one time they 
get together." 

In addition to being a people per- 
son, you need to have organizational 
and salesmanship skills. Also, it helps 


to be able to predict the future, says 
Fan: “You're constantly looking three 
months down the road for the next 
season. We have to predict a month be- 
fore people register how many T-shirts 
people will need." 

Caveat: The hours can be punish- 
ing. “A lot of people think there’s a lot 
of money involved," Fan says. “I end 
up working 80 to 90 hours a week. 
Monday nights we host happy hours. 
Tuesday is dodgeball and volleyball. 
Wednesday we have dodgeball in Vir- 
ginia. Thursday we have dodgeball and 
bowling" and that's just one season. 

On the other hand, league orga- 
nizers get to dream up new sports.

Students Learn to find 
substitute remedies 
with an introductory 
class in homeopathy 

Knowledge 

“A lot of people know the word 
homeopathy, but they don’t know 
what it is,” says Christopher John- 
son, ND (doctor of naturopathic 
medicine), who practices at Thrive 
Naturopathic in Alexandria. This 
200-year-old system of medicine 
was founded by Dr. Samuel Hah- 
nemann. 

“It’s based on the principle that 
like cures like,” explains Johnson. 
“That means a homeopath tries to 
find a substance that produces sim- 
ilar symptoms in a healthy person 
that are present in a sick person.” 
For example, onions irritate the eyes 
and make your nose run, which is 
similar to seasonal allergy reac- 
tions. To cure the allergy sufferer, a 
homeopath would prescribe a series 
of diluted onion solutions, which 
would ultimately counter the body’s 
negative allergic reactions, such as 
the tears and the sniffles. 

Newcomers to this concept can 
gain a wider understanding of this 
alternative medicine at Johnson’s 
“Intro to Homeopathy” class at 
the Alexandria campus of North- 
ern Virginia Community College 
this spring. ^ 

THE BASICS: Three ^ 
two-hour sessions are 
spread out over three ’ 
weeks and students need 
to purchase a copy of Tim- 
othy Dooley’s “Homeopathy: 
Beyond Flat Earth Medicine” ($11, 
Timing Publications). The first 
class is an overview of homeopa- 
thy and an examination of how it’s 
used today. According to the World 
Health Organization, it’s the second 
most widely used form of medicine 
in the world (bested only by herbal 
medicine) and it’s most popular in 
Asia, South America and Europe.

The second session explores 
the history of the practice. “People 
might be surprised to learn that 
there were more than 100 homeo- 
pathic hospitals in America 
^ in the early 20th century,” 
says Johnson. Or that one 
strong public supporter 
_ of the medical alterna- 
tive was President War- 
^ ren Harding, whose par- 
ents were homeopaths. 

The final meeting concentrates 
on modern-day research focused 
on homeopathy and what kinds of 
conditions the practice is best suit- 
ed to treat. “I also bring in some of 
my remedies,” says Johnson, “So 
people can see what I’ve been talk- 
ing about. I can’t give any medical 
advice in class. This is just an edu- 
cational overview.” 


WHAT’S NEXT: Students who 
complete the class will not be cer- 
tified to practice homeopathy, but 
they will have with a stronger under- 
standing of the discipline. Johnson 
hopes that the class helps partici- 
pants decide whether they would 
like to continue on to naturopathic 
school to get an ND themselves. 

He first got involved with home- 
opathy when he was a commercial 
painter. He started being affected 
by constant exposure to chemical 
fumes. He ended up consulting a 
naturopathic doctor, where he found 
relief from his ailments. Soon after 
this recovery, he enrolled at South- 
west College of Naturopathic Med- 
icine & Health Sciences in Tempe, 
Arizona. 

“I had no plans to be a doctor,” 
he says. “But this has changed my 
life. Maybe someone who takes this 
class will find change, too.”

MuLtimedia journalist 
Heidi Glenn learned 
to merge news, video, 
photography and tech 

Transitions 

At the University of Pittsburgh in 
the early 1990s, Heidi Glenn cov- 
ered music and movies for the cam- 
pus newspaper. She also DJ’d for 
fun. “In retrospect,” she muses, “I 
was building up to a multi- 
media job at NPR.” ^ 

First came a sin- 
gle-media job on Cap- I 
itol Hill. Upon moving \ 
to D.C., she became a 
proofreader of tax-related 
news stories and toyed with 
the idea of grad school. Two years 
later she moved up to reporter at 
a magazine called Tax Notes — 
“the bible in its field but obscure to 
everyone else,” as she puts it — and 
spent a decade interviewing law- 
makers, covering hearings, push- 
ing a microphone at presidential 
contenders. 

It was a heady life even if “the 
topics could make people’s eyes 
glaze over,” Glenn says. “I found

that the tiny provisions that most 
people didn’t care about were where 
the juicy stories were — like, who 
got the goodies here?” 

Still, by 2003-04, her expertise 
in print was looking anachronis- 
tic. She enjoyed amateur photog- 
raphy; was that an avenue? Her 
news judgment was good; what 
else might she do with it? More and 
more, jobs that sounded appeal- 
ing wanted digital skills. In 2005, 
Glenn found the answer to her 
old grad-school question at 
an American University 
School of Communica- 
tion open house. 

“The coolest thing 
about this program is our 
ability to be nimble about 
what’s needed right now,” says 
Amy Eisman, director of AU’s mas- 
ter’s program in interactive jour- 
nalism (202-885-2040; American, 
edu/soc/journalism). 

Instructors “are at the top of 
their field,” she says, with back- 
grounds as varied as USA Today, 
the Sunlight Foundation, the F, 
PBS, NPR and cutting-edge blogs. 
The program’s 10 courses cover 
“ever34hing needed to be a contem- 
porary journalist,” from building 


a website and Web writing to pho- 
tography, legal aspects, multime- 
dia and videojournalism. There’s 
a seminar in public affairs, and the 
last class culminates in an online 
newsmagazine. 

Designed for working adults, 
the IJ program meets from 9 to 5 
most Saturdays for 20 months. 
Class structure varies: lectures, 
Q&As, speakers via Skype, assign- 
ments such as “go report a story, 
then come back and make a video 
about it.” Glenn fell in love with 
audio slideshows and wrote a paper 
on their emergence. For her Flash 
class, she created a show on an 
H Street upholsterer. 

Though most students, like 
Glenn, live around Washington, 
some commute from Pennsyl- 
vania, New York or the Eastern 
Shore. About 40 percent have no 
journalism background; students 
include White House correspon- 
dents, tech workers, researchers, 
photographers and some who do 
advocacy work. Tuition is $40,440. 
The program’s next open house 
is May 14. 

“Ours is the only master’s pro- 
gram that brings digital and jour- 
nalism together,” Eisman says. 
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“The coolest thing about this program 
is our ability to be nimble about what’s 
needed right now.”

Most graduates do some sort of 
Web journalism. Some teach; some 
start in journalism or advocacy or 
advance their careers; some move 
into leadership. Entry-level work 
at a news site can fetch a salary in 
the $30, 000s; with experience, the 
$60,000s. With experience, a Web 
developer or designer can start at 
$75,000 to $80,000. 

Glenn left reporting only upon 
taking a job at NPR as national pro- 
ducer for digital news in fall 2007. 
Her boss found her news experi- 
ence an asset, but “the AU degree 
made my resume stand out from 
the pack,” Glenn says. Plus, “it’s 
beneficial to be submerged in the 
academic world of your profession 
— it gives you a new perspective 
and contacts.” 

Her new role is to build a mul- 
timedia experience to complement 


certain stories that listeners hear. 
For instance, in early 2010, journal- 
ist Susan Stamberg aired a report 
on 1,100 young women who flew 
military aircraft stateside during 
World War II. The report, on the 
occasion of some survivors receiv- 
ing the Congressional Gold Medal, 
included “remarkable stories of her- 
oism and dedication,” Glenn says. 
To accompany it, Glenn helped 
compile photos and essays on 21 
pilots, a six-decade timeline and 
an audio slideshow with one pilot’s 
color photos from the era. 

The eight-month effort just 


won a White House News Photog- 
raphers Association award and a 
Gracie Award from the Alliance for 
Women in Media. “This shows how 
far the NPR newsroom has come in 
melding the Web part with the tra- 
ditional radio part,” she says. 

It also shows how far Glenn has 
come from her traditional scrib- 
bling in a reporter’s notebook. Just 
since she was hired, NPR has more 
original content online. “With a 
mandate to be creative with sto- 
ries people want to read and see,” 
she says, “the sky’s the limit here.”

After six years as controller and 
chief financial officer for the Dal- 
las Stars and 
Rangers, Chip 
Sawicki and his 
wife decided it 
was her turn to 
flourish at work. 
Still, the stay-at- 
home father of 
two didn’t relinquish his business 


savvy. He applied it to his new role 
as Mr. Mom, mapping out a step- 
by-step guide to life satisfaction 
for his sons. In “The Gift of Suc- 
cess and Happiness” ($16.95, Sky- 
horse), Sawicki shares his formula 


for maximizing time management 
and balancing home-work life. 

You say you can transform your 
life through business processing 
principles. What are those? 


The first thing you do is define 
the process. Then you figure out 
how to adopt the process to the 
situation and make it most effi- 
cient. That’s really what I do in 
the book. I remove the emotion- 
al half of the brain and just look 
at the logical side. 

When you look at life as a pro- 
cess, you first focus on yourself: 
getting an education, getting pre- 
pared. Then the next step is start- 
ing your career. Once you start that 
career, then you’re ready to take 
on a relationship and make that 
permanent commitment to set a 
good foundation to buy a house 
and have children. 


You emphasize the importance 
of hard work early in your career. 
What would you say to the current 
generation, which has a reputa- 
tion for expecting success without 
working too hard for it? 

I call it the trophy generation. They 
play a sport now and everybody gets 
a trophy. They get into the real world 
and guess what? Not everybody gets 
a trophy. Only the winners get tro- 
phies. The great thing is if they real- 
ize that’s the environment, I think 
it will be easier for people to be suc- 
cessful. What I find almost with- 
out fail among the successful peo- 
ple that I know is they’re all more 
successful than their parents. The 
reason for that is they came from 
middle-class families and they 
wanted a better lot in life so they 
were the ones when they graduat-

ed from college who were working 
the 50", 60", 70-hour weeks. People 
who work quicker coming out of the 
gate are going to get ahead. People 
that work hard get rewarded. 

But you say promotions can be 
overrated. How so? 

There’s an old famous saying that 
people tend to get promoted to the 
level of incompetence. It can defi- 
nitely exceed your abilities. You get 
promoted at work and it’s going 
to stretch your capabilities. Some 
people will respond. Some people 
won’t be able to. Initially, across 
the board, it’s going to stretch your 
comfort zone. 

You could earn zillions of dollars at 
your job and still be unhappy. Why? 

Your success is based on your goals; 
your happiness is based on your 
expectations. You set high goals 
and as you reach them, you set new 
and higher goals. Expectations 
don’t change as much.

expectations a lot more frequent- 
ly than a goal. Set high, reachable 
goals but keep expectations rea- 
sonable. You’ve got to break those 
two apart. 

How do you know when to get a 
new job? 

The best thing you can do whenever 
you’re not happy is interview. When 
you interview, you’re going to find 
out one of two things: One, you’re 
going to find a better opportunity 
or there’s nothing else out there, in 
which case that tells you that what 
you have is already pretty good. 

In our fast-paced environment, 
every minute counts, right? 

Time is really a resource, but when 
we overcommit our time, that’s 


when it becomes a constraint. And 
when we go over that point where 
it becomes a constraint, that’s what 
causes the stress. That point is 168 
hours [in a week]. If you plan for 
every minute of 168 hours, you’re 
going to be in trouble because 
things just happen. That’s life. If 
you plan it too tight, you’re going 
to have a problem, so plan a little 
bit of cushion in there. 

Graduation season is coming up. 
Got any tips on transitioning from 
student to professional? 

Live within your means, make good 
decisions and get ready to work 
hard. This idea that someone’s 
going to make a lot of money and 
only work 40 hours a week simply 
is not the case.

Former Major League Baseball 
umpire A1 Forman once said that 
he sometimes received birthday 
cards from fans, but that the notes 
inside were always similar: “They 
hope it’s my last.” 

Umpiring is a difficult job, but 
it’s a plentiful one. 

“There’s always a shortage of 
umpires — there’s a lot of 
baseball,” said Gaith- 
ersberg, Md.’s Johnnie 
Grant III, 36, who has 
called games for high 
schools, kids’ ball and 
over-30 organizations for 
six years. “There’s so many 
leagues, especially in the summer 
and this time of year.” 

Pay can hover around $40 per 
game for beginning umpires man- 
ning lower-league games, but the 
money can quickly increase to 
between $60 and $85 once you gain 
experience, and even more if you 
make it to the collegiate ranks. 

“Every year you have some peo- 
ple who get into it thinking it’s easy 
money — and they find out it’s not 
very easy money; it’s a job,” said 
Tony DiChara, 47, of Carrol Coun- 
ty, Md., who not only umpires; he 
helps train them for Mid Atlantic 
Officials (MAO). 

Organizations such as South- 
ern District Umpires Association 
(Leaguelineup.com/sdua) and Mid 
Atlantic Officials (Umpires.org) 
have connections and contracts

a cycle.” 

Baseball games can drag on, 
and the season is one of the lon- 
gest in athletics, so you must love 
the sport to be an umpire. But just 
because you adore the game and 
grew up playing it doesn’t mean 
you can step right on the field and 
ump one. 

“It was challenging and much 
more difficult to officiate a game 
than I ever thought it could be,” 
said Andrew Hannan, 53, of Gaith- 
ersberg, Md., who has umped 
throughout the Washington met- 
ropolitan area for six years. “But 
who doesn’t love a challenge? The 
more games I worked, the more I 
developed.” 

Grant said his first game as an 
umpire will be forever burned into 
his brain. 

“I still remember every minute 
of it because it was so incredibly 
stressful. You’re worried about, not 
the basics — you know the basics 
— but there’s so many little tidbits 
that happen in the game. I’ve been 
around baseball all my life, since I 
was 5, and you still have to sit back 
and think about it.” 

But once you get up to speed 
with your skills, there is work to 
be found — if you have the time 
and don’t mind the travel. 

“It’s a lot of hours,” DiChara 
said. “Officiating gets down to 
two things: ability and availabili- 
ty. If you have the ability to call a 
good game, and you’re available, 
you’re going to have work every 
single day.” 

So, if you don’t mind occasional- 
ly being called a blind bum — then, 
batter up.

When Eddie Vedder, the reclu- 
sive, notoriously angry lead 
singer of grunge-band 
Pearl Jam, announced his 
latest album in March, 
the headline read like 
something from The 
Onion: “Eddie Vedder 
to release solo album 
of ukulele songs.” 

It wasn’t a joke. The 
singer, known better for 
his growling anthems about 
teen-age suicide and the war, 
had turned to strumming tunes 
on a Hawaiian instrument that 
many on the mainland think of as 
a kitsch tourist gift. 

He’s not the only one. Other big 
name musical acts have suddenly 
christened the ukulele the instru- 
ment of choice, from country dar- 
ling Taylor Swift, who is taking 
it up at her sold-out stadium 
shows, to art house act Aman- 
da Palmer, who released an 
album singing Radiohead 
songs accompanied by the 
ukulele. There have always 
been well-known fans, from 
George Harrison to Hawaiian 
musician Israel Kamakawiwo’ole, 
who used it in his chart-topping 
recording of “Somewhere Over

Instant Fame

He’s played the 
instrument since he was 
a child and tours solo as an 
adult, but he didn’t achieve 
much mainstream fame until 
a stranger posted a video of him 
on YouTube. (TWP) 


The Rainbow/What A Wonder- 
ful World” in 1993. But the uku- 
lele’s popularity has exploded 
over the past two years, fueled 
in large part by the quirky 
musical community fostered 
on YouTube. 

Peopled by thousands of 
teenagers in their bedrooms 
talking into webcams, the 
5-year-old video-sharing site is 
filmmaking at its most stripped 
down. Those with something to 
say, and with an amusing way 
of saying it, get noticed. 

Enter the ukulele, which is 
about as hare-bones an instru- 
ment as you can get. It’s four 
chords. Two octaves. In the 
Hawaiian language, it means 
“Jumping fleas.” The name fits the 
sounds: tiny, bouncy and jubilant. 
Perfect for YouTube, it even fits 
easily within a computer screen, 
shot close-up. 

Julia Nunes learned to love the 
ukulele from her musician parents. 
She began posting her recordings 
of popular songs on YouTube long 
before the instrument caught on. 
She now has almost 200,000 sub- 
scribers to her channel, and her vid- 
eos are viewed by millions. “You- 
Tube was the perfect place to display 
that kind of content,” she said. 

It’s partly the joie de vivre the 
ukulele expresses that makes 
it instantly likeable. “If it’s an 
angry song, it’s a weird juxtaposi- 
tion,” Nunes said. “If it’s a happy 
song, it amplifies the happiness.”
